DIES IN CONNECTICUT 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 12.— 
(P)}—Count Ilya Tolstoy, son of the 
Russian novelist, died today at the 
New Haven hospital. He was 68 years 
old. Hospital attendants said he suc- 
cumbed to heart and gall bladder com- 
plications. 

Count Tolstoy was born in Russia 
May 23, 1865, the third child in the 
family of 13 children. At his death, 
he had become himself a well-known 
writer and lecturer, perhaps the most 
prominent of the three living sons. 

In late years a marked resemblance 
had been noted between him and his 
father, with a great grey beard, heavy 
eyebrows and a bushy moustache, 

His lecture tours carried him 
throughout the United States and into 
Canada. He devoted both his lectures 
and his writing to an interpretation 


of the Russian revolution in the light | da 


of the ideals ~f his father. 

Count Tolstoy spent some time in 
California, aiding in the moving pic- 
ture production of his father’s novel, 
“Resurrection.” 
contributor to periodicals, and only 
recently, in spite of his illness, wrote 
an article, “A Tribute of Justice to 
My Mother.”

His guit, he said, had be- 
longed to Lawrence Shead, of Pater- 
son, N. J., who he also confessed 
killing just a week before Clark was 
slain. 

“I feel as. cool as a cucumber.” h 
volunteered. “Look at my hand.” 

He held it up without a quiver. 

The line of defense questioning of 
prospective jurors indicated that in- 
sanity would be set up as a defense, 
although court alienists have already 
pronounced him sane. 

Neu, who has repeatedly confessed 
both slayings, insists that he is 
“mentally normal,” and expressed the 
wish “they'll hang me quick and get 
it over.” 

Sheffield Clark Jr., son of the mur- 
dered man, his face a study of emo- 
tions, occupied a front-row seat in the 
courtroom during the day, watching 
the proceedings intently.

He‘ examined 
it a day or so ago and found that 
screw worms bad just about devoured 
all of it. 

Veterinarians said the screw worms 
had their genesis when the screw 
worm fly got on the meat while it 
was hanging up to cool off prior to 
being cut. Farmers who slaughter 
their hogs on their farms are taking 
big chances unless they are sure the 
meat is protected from flies until] it 
is fully cured, experts warned.

Probability of Platt 
Amendment Abrogation 
Seen in Conciliation. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 12.—(#)— 
Abrogation of the Platt amendment 
under which the United States may 
intervene in Cuban affairs was con- 
sidered today in authoritative circles 
to be a possibility as a prize for sta- 
bilization of conditions in the island 
republic. 

It was said this might grow out of 
a resumption of conferences between 
President Ramon Grau San Martin 
and oppositionist forces in Cuba in an 
effort to reach a basis of conciliation. 
| Officials here hope the opposing 
| Cuban forces will reach an agreement 
| between the departure tomorrow of 

Sumner Welles as the United States 
| ambassador and the arrival in a few 
days of Jefferson Caffery, former as- 
sistant secretary of state, who is to 
serve as President Roosevelt's per- 
sonal representative. 

Caffery is due in Havana December 
16 or 17 and if the Cuban president 
and the opposition have failed to solve 
their difficulties by then the envoy 
may be empowered to offer a modifi- 
cation of the treaty of 1901 as an in- 
ducement,

STAR CATCHER 
BRINGS $100,000; 
CONNIE MACK SAD 


Deal Nets $300,000; Red 
Sox, Tigers and Chisox 
Get Stars.

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—(4)—Connie 
Mack, veteran leader of the Philadel- 
phia Athletics, who startled baseball 
way back in 1914 by breaking up his 
famous $100,000 infield, tonight went 
even further by selling Pitchers Lefty 
Grove and Rube Walberg and Infield- 
er Max Bishop to the Boston Red 
Sox, Mickey Cochrane to the Detroit 
Tigers, and Pitcher George Earnshaw 
to the “h':ago White Sox. 

The deals, involving an estimated 
cash outlay of $300,000, were rumored 
for the past month but not announced 
until tonight at the annual meeting 
of the major leagues in Chicago. 

FINANCIAL PRESSURE. 

Financial pressure, forced by Phil- 
adelphia bankers, was assigned as the 
reason for the sales, some of the most 
important in the history of baseball. 
The deals all but complete a break-up 
of the famous Athletic team that won 
the world’s championship in 1929 and 
1930. Only Jimmie Foxx, champion 
batsman and home run king of the ma- 
jors, remains of the outstanding base- 
ball troupe. 

Mack, outwardly sad as he an- 
nounced the deals, refused to reveal 
the cash terms but announced that 
the Athletics had obtained Harold 
Warstler, shortstop, and Pitcher Bob 
Kline from the Red Sox and Catcher 
Charlie Berry from the White Sox. 
Detroit gave up Catcher Johnny Pa- 
sek, obtained last summer by the Ti- 
gers from Beaumont of the Texas 
league, but he, in, turn, was sent to 
the White Sox, who wanted a catch- 
er to make up for the loss of Berry. 

Cochrane, obtained for a reported 
cash sum of $100,000, will manage 
the Tigers in 1984 as a playing pilot, 
it was officially announced after his 
acquisition was revealed. 

$100,000 FOR MICKEY. 

In the absence of a definite an- 
nouncement, only reliable reports could 
be gained on the cash involved in the 
expected but important deals that un- 
doubftely will inject new life and hope 
in the heretofore top-heavy American 
league race. 

They were that the Tigers gave 
$100,000 for Cochrane, who has been 
at the meetings here; that the Red 
Sox handed over $125,000 in a straight 
cash deal for Grove and Warstler and 
Kline along with $50,000 for Walberg 
and Bishop; and that the White Sox 
gave $25,000 in cash and Catcher 
Berry for Earnshaw. 

There was no secret among club 
owners that Mack and his Philadel- 
phia associates were forced to sell 
their stars to raise money and that 
the announcements were withheld un- 
til after the Sunday baseball law was 
voted in Pennsylvania. Also there 
was no secret that the deals were 
made and the money paid in most in- 
stances more than two months ago. 

ALWAYS A STAR. 

Grove, obtained by the Athletics 
in 1925 from Baltimore, has been a 
star of first dimensions in the Amer- 
ican league. Since 1927, he has won 
20 or more games every year, his best 
season coming in 1931, when he won 
31 and lost 4 for a new southpaw 
record.. Last season he won 23 and 
lost only 7. 

Cochrane also has been with the 
A’s since 1925, a bellwether in the 
Athletic attack, and one of the great- 
est catchers in the game with a life- 
time batting average of .320. 

Walberg has had an uninterrupted 
service with the Athletics also since 
1925. In the season just passed he 
won 8 and lost 13. 

Earnshaw, hero of the 1929 and ’30 
World Series, and an iron man of 
pitching along with Grove, came to 
the A’s in 1928 from Baltimore. He 
had great years in 1929, ’30, ’51 and 
'39, but last season he was accused 
of failing to keep in condition and 
later was sent home for the rest of 
the season. 

For the season, he won only 5 and 


lost 10. 
MAX BISHOP. 

Bishop has been considered one of 
the best second basemen in the majors 
although his lifetime batting_average 
is around the .270 mark. He is 34 
years old. 

The break-up of the great Athletic 
team of modern day baseball started 
last year when Mack sold outfielders 
Al Simmons and “Mule” Haas and 
Infielder Jimmy Dykes to the White 


Ox. 
In 1914, Mack astounded the base- 
ball world by breaking up his team 
after the amazing Boston Braves had 
defeated the A’s in four straight 
games for the World’s Series cham- 
pionship. Within the space of a year, 
the tall strategist and pilot of the 
Athletics, sent Eddie Collins to the 
White Sox, Rube Oldring to the Yan- 
kees, Wally Schang, Bob Shawkey, 
Jack Barry, Amos Strunk and “Bul- 
let Joe” Bush to the Red Sox. Ed- 
die Plank and Chief Bender jumped 
to Federal league clubs, “Home Run” 
Baker later went to the Yankees.

Two Offensives Hurt 
Many Teams’ Ability 
Different Plays and Formations Tend To Con- 


fuse, Rob Players of Normal Effectiveness. 
By Jack Troy. 


No coach can teach two offenses and expect to sécure a maximum of 
results from his team, no matter how great is the material or how smart 


+ 


are the players. 

This was a parting observation of Coach Harry Robertson as he 
prepared to leave early this morning for New York after nine years as 
head coach at Oglethorpe, the position he resigned at the end of the 
season. 

Robertson played and was an assistant under Chick Meéhan at Syra- 
cuse. He was good enough to be named captain in his senior year and 
win All-America honors. 

And he knew football so well that ¢ 
together with Meehan he worked out 
the military shift, accompanied by 
its double spinners, submarine passes 
and other deceptive offensive weap- 


ons 
INTRICATE SHIFT. 

The military shift is a very intri- 
cate piece of football machinery. It 
is timed to split seconds and requires 
perfect timing for its execution. 

Even when Oglethorpe wasn't go- 
ing so good, the football fans in all 
sections where Oglethorpe played were 
impressed with the clockwork pre- 
cision of the Stormy Petrel offense. 

Harry Robertson once taught two 
offenses, starting in apring practice 
and picking up where he left off in 
the fall. But he used only one after 
the season started. 

Robertson was speaking abstracted- 
ly about certain coaches of the south 
and some in the north who still try 
{o concentrate on two and expect both 
to function effectively. There was no 
intent of criticism in his remarks. 

“It caunot be done,” Robertson as- 
serted. “The really successful coaches 
concentrate on one offense and obtain 
the expected results. 

LOSE EFFECTIVENESS. 

Robertson’s contention is that two 
different sets of plays and styles of 
formation have a tendency only to 
confuse players and rob them of ef- 
fectiveness they otherwise might 
show. 

“Say, for example,” Robertson 
pointed out, “a team is going good 
in punt formation and then switches 
to the Notre Danie. The attack 
breaks down and everybody wonders 
what is wrong. Such a team might 
have widely heralded power, run up 
an umazing number of first downs 
and amass staggering yardage, yet sel- 
dom score, 

“Sometimes a coach is forced into 
it. He might know the futility of 
two offenses and yet have no choice 
in the matter. Other factions might 
rule stronger. 

SPECIALIZATION, 

“Tt all simmers down to the sim- 
ple fact that in football specialization 
is greater than diversification. The 
latter is okay in farming but in foot- 
ball it is by no means practical,” 
Robby concluded. 

As Robertson and his wife, Flor- 
ence, prepared to depart after nine 
years spent in the south, there was 
a wish of friends that before the win- 
ter is over Robertson is connected 
with some good school where ma- 
terial will afford him a chance to go 
to work in the manner in which he 
is capable.

They will 
each issued a personal invitation, 
No one else will be entered. 


An international] tournament is al- 
ready assured with entries from 
England, France, South America, 
Canada and the United States. 


The better amateurs and profes- 
sionals will be invited. The profes- 
sionals, headed by Gene Sarazen and 
others, have already announced their 
willingness to compete. 


Perhaps they all want anothér shot 
at Bobby Jones. At any rate they 
will all be present—that is, all who 
are invited. 


GREATEST TOURNEY. 


While officials of the elub want 
this to be a particularly individual- 
type tournament it is not beyond the 
realm of pvssibility that this tourna- 
ment will become the greatest tourna- 
ment in the golf schedule. 


The return of Bobby Jones alone 
makes it of international importance. 
Jones will enter only if invited. And 
his invitation, of course, is assured. 
He will not accept any prize should 
he be fortunate enough to win one. 
He will enter this one tournament 
each year, contingent on invitation. 
He will not, of course, enter sny 
other competition such as the open 
or the national. He will enter this 
because it happens to be his own

The play will be over four days 
and will be medal play competition.

Each player will play one 
round per day. 


BOB IS READY. 


It is really a very splendid gesture 
on the part of Bobby Jones. It is 
obvious that he is concerned with 
the development of golf and with the 
production of one of the greatest 
tournaments golf has ever had. 


On seeing Bobby Jones, who has 
not been in competition since he 
won the four major titles in one cam- 
paign, one is immediately impressed 
with the splendid condition of the 
world’s greatest golf champion. 


As evidence that he has not lost any 
of his magic skill there is the 64 
which he had recently on the rugged 
East Lake course, missing a tie with 
his record of 63 by only one stroke. 


The Augusta National course, with 
each hole modeled after one of the 
most difficult holes on the world’s 
golf course, is a severe test. It is 
relatively easy, say the golfers, if 
one is shooting for fives and sixes. 
But when one tries for his threes 
and fours it ranks with the more dif- 
ficult tests in the game.

SAN JOSE YOUTH 
HELD AS LYNCHER 


Rolph Declares He Has 
Not Changed Views ‘One 
Iota’ on Pardon Promise. 


SAN JOSE, Cal., Dec. 12.—(4)— 
The first step toward prosecution of 
the lynchers of Thomas H. Thurmond 
and John H. Holmes, confessed ab- 
duction killers of Brooke Hart, was 
taken here today when an 18-year- 
old youth was arrested, on informa- 
tion furnished by representatives of 
the American Civil Liberties Union, 
and charged with being a member 
of the mob. 

While the youth, Anthony Cataldi, 
was being booked on a charge of vio- 
lating the new state law against 
lynching—a statute providing penal- 
ties of 1 to 20 years’ imprisonment’ 
—Governor James Rolph Jr., whose 
celebrated condonation of the mob 
hanging here November 26 stirred the 
nation, asserted in San Francisco he 
had not changed his: views “one iota” 
as to his promise to pardon anyone 
convicted of participation. 

Sheriff William J. Emig, who di- 
rected the defense of the county jail 
while the mob smashed down its doors 
with battering rams, routed the offi- 
cers and seized Thurmond and Holmes, 
said the arrest were merely a move 
to hold Cataldi pending presentation 
of the case to the county grand jury. 
He said several other alleged lead- 
ers of the mob probably would be ar- 
rested, 

Young Cataldi, subsequent to the 
lynching, had been quoted by some 
newspapers as saying he obtained the 
rope and helped to round up the 
crowd which smashed its way into 
the jail to seize and hang the ac- 
cused men, 

On being arrested, the youth de- 
clined to talk, Bond was set at 
$5,000 cash. 

Asked what his attitude was in 
oa of the arrest, Governor Rolph 
said: 

“I have not changed my opinion 
one iota. However, nothing is be- 
fore me now regarding the case and 
I will cross the bridge when I come 
to it. Certainly no action will be 
taken unless and until the matter 
reaches me officially.” 


ULEANERS GIVEN 
UNE LAST CHANCE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—(/)— 
One last chance to come along with 
NRA was offered late today to a 
hundred odd dry cleaners cited for 
refusal to charge the code-fixed prices 
of their trade. 

The list of the accused, in the hands 
now of federal trade commission ex- 
aminers, was read once more before 
the gathering which since early yes- 
terday had heard impassioned pleas 
for lower prices, charges of gangster- 
ism and fraud, denunciation of the 
code authority and occasionally of gov- 
ernment officials, together with meas- 
ured analyses of cost and methods of 
business. 

While this was under way, in New- 
ark, N. J., a state court was handing 
down a feash an restraining order 


against afcash and carry chain for- 
bidding t8em to charge prices below 
the code. ', 

“No citizen has any right, particu- 
larly in this state of emergency,” said 
the court, “to take this right (to say 
which provisions of the code he shall 
obey) into his own hands.” 

Injunctive Course. 

The ruling opened the possibility 
that NRA would take the injunctive 
course to secure quick ending of price 
cutting instead of waiting for the 
processes of the trade commission. 

Whether the price lists debated 
here would be ordered scaled down 
was far from decided by te officials. 

Administrator Arthur D. Whiteside, 
who has charge of the code, said he 
had an entirely open mind, and want- 
ed to keep it that way until his as- 
sistants had a chance to lift out the 
important testimony so he could ana- 
lyze it. 

Last night he had promised to try 
for a final determination by Friday, 


and he still believed it could be reach- |

Favorable Changes in Dividends - 
Continue To Increase in December 


By G. A. PHILLIPS. 
NEW YORK, Dee. 12.—(#)— 
Stockholders in some of the big in- 


dustrial corporations who have had to 
content themselves with lean divi- 
dend checks and at times no payment 
at all in the past three years, have 
suddenly revived interest in letters 
from the treasurer’s office. 


Numerous companies have prompt- 
ly passed along to their shareholders 
benefita derived from increased earn- 
ings in the last six months. In No- 
vember there were 85 _ favorable 
changes against 29 unfavorable ac- 
tions. Favorable changes included 11 
initial payments, 30 resumptions, 14 
increases and 30 extra payments. 

So far in December a continuation 
of this trend has been noted, with 
extras declared by three of the lead- 
ing snuff companies, the Monsanta 
Chemical Co., Homestake Mining Co., 
Federated Department Stores, Abra- 
ham and Straus—a Brooklyn depart- 
ment store—and Bon Ami Co. A 


number of companies have resumed 
payments this month, including the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Rail- 
road, Liquid Carbonic Co. and Good- 
year Tire & Rubber Co., of Canada. 
Atchison, "Topeka & Santa Fe Rail- 
way and Tidewater-Associated — Oil 
Co., directors paid off accumulations. 

On January 1 the 5 per cent fed- 
eral tax on dividends, in effect since 
early this summer, expires and favor- 
able dividend actions are expected to 
increase. A number of board meet- 
igs ordinarily held in the closing days 
of the last quarter have been post- 
poned until after the first of the year 
because directors desired to delay 
action until this tax levy is out of 
the way. 

Another important factor to share- 
holders is the year-old accounting 
which will reveal detailed information 
on earnings for the full year. This 
is usually available shortly after Jan- 
uary 1, and will reflect to what ex- 
tent higher operating costs in the last 
six months cut into the profits. 


LABOR BOARD FACES 
TEST IN WER DISPUTE 


PITTSBURGH, Dec. 12.—(4)— 
The frequently threatened move to 
test the power of the NRA’s labor 
provision seemed imminent tonight in 
the controversy between the nation- 
al. labor board and the Weirton Steel 
Company. 

Senator Robert F. Wagner, chair- 
man of the board, warned today that 


he is ready to seek a federal court 
or the 


rules his organization has set up for 
an election of employe representa- 
tives next Friday. 

“The NRA provides that employes 
may organize and conduct collective 
bargaining negotiations,” said one 
Weirton spokesman. “Our employes 
voted 87 per cent for their present 
organization and 74 per cent partici- 
pated yesterday in that body's pri- 
mary to nominate candidates for next 
Friday's election. How can the la- 
bor board enjoin such procedure?” 

Meanwhile, the “company union” 
is arranging to print its own ballots 
containing names of the 98 men who 
qualified in the primary. with 49 to 

elected to a general committee. 
The labor board’s rules provide for 
98 general committeemen. 

Jesse I. Miller, assistant to Chair- 
man Wagner and in Pittsburgh to 
supervise the labor board’s election 
in the steel mills at Clarksburg and 
Weirton, W. Va., and Steubenville, 
Ohio, said: 

“We are still receiving and accept- 
ing nominating petitions, signed by 
10 employes of the Weirton Company. 
We likely will print the ballots as 
was done in the recent ‘captive’ mine 
elections. Beyond that I can say 
nothing.”

OUTPUT INCREASED 
N AUTO INDUSTRY 


By DAVID J. WILKIE. 3 
_ DETROIT, Dec. 12.—()—With az 
increasing number of assembly lines 
Swinging back into production, the 
motorcar industry gradually is stepe 
ping up its new model output for the 
1934 market. A week ago production 
lines in no fewer than 10 plants were 
idle, but five of these either have 
resumed operations or will be rolling 
off new models before the end of the 
present week. 

Executives of the industry general- 
ly attribute the belated start on new 
model production to the tool and die- 
makers’ strike, settled recently after 
having virtually tied up the manufac- 
ture of motorcars for nearly a month. 
In some instances the strike served 
to emphasize the magnitude of the 
task of re-tooling an automobile fac- 
tory for new model output. Some of 
the producers may even have to take 
“hand-made” models to the New York 
National Automobile show opening 
January 6. 

_OLD STOCKS CLEARED. 

The enforced shut-down, some pro- 
duction managers have said, also serve 
ed to enable dealers to clear their 
Stocks of current types in prepara- 
tion for a vigorous merchandising 
drive planned with the opening of the 
1934 selling season,

AUTOMATIC SHIFTING.

The innovations and improvements 
planned by numerous other manufac. 
turers have not yet been officially 
disclosed. Several are known to 
contemplate changes both in mechan- 
ical construction and in body design, 
Minor refinements in interior finish, 
instrument board design and ignition 
and lighting systems are planned by 
all producers. 

Studebaker, Packard and Nash have 
been in production on 1934 models for 
some time. Nash is understood to be 
planning, however, to bring out an- 
other new type with which to com- 
pete for business in the low-price 
field. None of its specifications have 
yet been revealed. 

FORD IS FIRST. 

The first of the volume producers 
to show a new 1934 model was the 
Ford Company, which demonstrated 
its new types a week ago. The com- 
pany made no radical changes in its 
new models, although it incorporated 
a new carburetion system, an improv- 
ed ventilation system and altered the 
appearance of the car somewhat by a 
ag designed radiator shell and 
grit, 

Despite the curtailment of output 
last month, most- authorities appear to 
agree that the year’s aggregate pro- 
duction when the final figures are 
ready will reach approximately 1,800,- 
000 passenger cars and trucks. Last 
year’s output was 1,431.494 units, the 
lowest mark since 1918. Production 
and sales executives are cautious 
about predicting next year’s volume, 
but in one authoritative source it has 
heen started that orders already placed 
for materials and parts contemplate 
an output of at least 500,000 in the 
first quarter of 1934.

Culbertson 
on Contract 
An Optimistic Overbid 


BY ELY CULBERTSON 
World's Champion Player and 


Greatest Card Analyst. 


There is one excuse, poor though 
it may be, for overbidding at Contract 
Bridge and that is that it frequently 
affords the Declarer an opportunity 
to fulfill his contract by plays which, 
with a more conservative and nat- 
ural contract, would be considered lit- 
tle short of insane. Sometimes when 
the Dummy goes down it seems at 
least a 100-to-1 shot that the contract 
cannot be made, but as long as there 
is a fine glimmer of hope the fighting 
Bridge player takes the path that 
gives the one chance of success against 
another line that promises only to 
minimize the losses which may be in- 
curred. This is a correct general 
principle but it is all the more ap- 
plicable when the contract which has 
been undertaken is a vulnerable Grand 
Slam with the rich rewards that come 
in premium points if the contract is 
fulfilled. 

South, Dealer. 

North and South vulnerable. 


The partnership had safely reached 
the contract of six hearts when North 
decided that the heart suit was prob- 
ably solid and therefore that he had 
not given all the Raises he had for 
South. Therefore he now bid seven 
hearts. 

The Opening lead was a spade, and 
when the Dummy went down Dr. 
Grether, of Midland, Mich., holding 
the South hand, studied it carefully 
and realized that he must at once de- 
cide the course of his play. One line 
was to take the first trick in the 
closed hand with the Ace, play the 
Ace and King of trumps and thus go 
down one should the Queen be held 
with two other trumps. A far more 
risky line than this was the other 
possibility. That was to take the first 
trick in Dummy and lead the only 
trump for a finesse. Should this pro- 
cedure fail, the contract would be 
likely to be set two or three tricks 
if the next lead by the defense should 
be a diamond. The situation was des- 
perate with no clues about distribu- 
tion, and the Opening lead was from 
a player whose leads were apt to 
be quite deceptive, particularly against 
Slams. 

After thinking it over Dr, Grether 
decided to choose the desperate way 
and won the Opening lead with the 
King in Dummy. He then led the 
trump, and when the finesse worked, 
the rest was easy. He laid down all 
his trumps and the Aces of spades 
and clubs, and West, as can be seen, 
was squeezed. 

The Declarer on this very well- 
played, if over-ambitiously bid, hand 
remarked :

FRANGE REAFFIRMS 
DEFAULT POSITION 


Cabinet Said Unofficially 
Favoring Payment on 
10 Per Cent Basis.

$158,390,000 IS VOTED 


FOR BELGIAN DEFENSE 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 12.—(4)— 
The senate today voted appropria- 
tion of 759,000,000 francs (about 
$158,.390.000) in extraordinary 
credits for fortification along Bel- 
gium's eastern border and for am- 
munition and equipment. The 
vote was 80 to 59. (Belgium to- 
day defaulted in a debt payment of 
$2,859,453 to the United States.) 


PARIS, Dee. 12.—4(4)—For 
third time the French cabinet con- 
firmed today a default on the war debt 
payment to the United States, this 
time on $22,200,926 due December 15, 

Since the government considers it- 
self bound by the refusal of the cham- 
ber of deputies to pay a year ago 
because the situation haz not changed 
in the meantime, Foreign Minister 
Joseph Paul-Boncour was told to ad- 
vise Washington of the decision 
against payment. 

Simultaneously the legislative body 
approved the government's firm stand 
in French-German relations, Paul- 
Boncour’s declaration that France 
will not consent to a German army 
of 300,000 unless nazi storm troopers 
are included in. that number, and his 
statement that France will not grant 
concession, in the Saar basin terri- 
tory. 

Of the sum due Friday, $2.345,438 
is principal and $19,855,487 interest. 
The remaining debt aggregates $3.- 
863.650,000. Altogether, France will 
be $82,200,925 in arrears. 

Jovernment officials say France 
still awaits a downward revision of 
the British debt so she may claim like 
treatment. 

Andre Lefevre De Laboulaye, the 
French ambassador to Washington, 
presented the debt statement to the 
administration. 

In explanation of the French view- 
point on debts, the statement has fre- 
quently been made that the Hoover 
moratorium set in motion certain fac- 
tors that caused the former allied na- 
tions to reduce German reparations to 
10 cents on the dollar. 

This has been taken as the stand- 
ard of what many French leaders 
think France ought to pay. 


BELGIUM ALSO HOLDS 
TO DEFAULTING POLICY 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 12.—(#)—The 
Belgian cabinet decided today to main- 
tain its previous attitude concerning 
its war debt to the United States— 
that of default. 

It made no provision for the pay- 
ment falling due December 12. 


U. 8S. TO COLLECT LITTLE 
ON DATE FOR PAYMENTS 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—(?)— 
Paris advices that France again will 
default on war debt payments fore- 
cast today another negligible collection 
by the government from the sem-an- 
nual installment due December 10. _ 

The French installment due this 
week is for $22,200,926 while the 
previous defaults of that nation in 
June and last December aggregated 
$60,000,000. 

Great Britain, the largest debtor, 
has offered, and President Roosevelt 
has accepted, $7,500,000 in dollars on 
an installment. aggregating $117,670,- 
767. Last June Great Britain made a 
token payment of $10,000,000 in silver 
as its installment of around $75,9560,- 


These two nations owe the bulk of 
the $153,024,327 due December 15 
from a dozen foreign nations on war- 
time advances funded at more than 
$11.000,000,000. ; 

Since the one-year moratorium the 
foreign debtors have failed to meet the 
full installments due last December 
and in June by $156,042,000. The 12 
debtors with the amounts due this 
month include:

LEESBURG, Va., Dec. 12.—()— 
Defense motion to quash the venire 
in the George Crawford murder case 
was overruled today by Judge James 
L. McLemore and trial of the ne- 
ro on a charge of slaying Mrs. Agnes 
Becine Ilsley, of Middleburg, Va., was 
ordered, :

Charles H. Houston, of Washing- 
ton, negro attorney, took an excep- 
tion to the judge’s ruling, on which 
he plans to make an appeal to the 
supreme court in event of Crawford's 
conviction, : 

The jurist ruled that in selecting 
100 men for jury service 1,000 prob- 
ably were excluded, but. “selection 
should not be confounded with exclu- 
sion.” 

“It is a violent presumption to say 
that because a colored man is not 
selected, that he is excluded.” 

A panel of 20 white men from 
which a jury of 12 will be selected 
tomorrow was approved late today 
by the court. 


Roosevelt and Aides 
Resume Budget Study 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt put in almost 
three hours of work late today with 
his fiscal aides in the formulation of 
the government’s budget for the new 
year. 

Leaving the White House confer- 
ence arm in arm, Henry Morgenthau, 
acting secretary of the treasury, and 
Lewis Douglas, director of the budget, 
announced they were making “prog- 
ress” and were in substantial agree- 
ment on policies. 

Douglas is standing by his tentative 
figure of $2,600,000, as the limit 
of ordinary expenditures for the gov- 
ernment in the fiscal year beginning 
next July 1. 

Another conference for tomorrow 
has been ealled. Morgenthau and 
Douglas said no decision had been 
reached or considered so far on the 
amount of public works to be recom- 
mended by the administration under 
the new budget.

IOWA U. PRESIDENT 
IS NAMED AS HEAD 
OF CARNEGIE BODY 


NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—(4)—The 
election of Dr. Walter A. Jessup, 
president of the University of lowa 
since 1916, to head the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching was announced tonight by 
Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, president 
emeritus of the foundation.
